Madrid, Nov. 9.—The 
ruled Spain today to prevent an out-

burst that would plunge tthe King- 


dom into a bloody reign of terror. 


Barcelona, the scat of a most dar- 
ing labor and revolutionary demon- 
stration in the history of Spain's re- 
cent unrest, was an armed camp with 
machine guns trained on the streets, 
thousands of soldiers massed in the 
barracks and thousands of others pa- 
trolling the city. 
More than 5,0c0 strikers from Sa- 
badall marched into LBareeclona to 
join with the strikers there for their 
display of hostility against the throne. 
Scores of arrests were made = and 
sporadic outbreaks resulted in at- 
tempts by the soldiers carrying fixed 
bayonets. The prisons are filled. 

Weyler Has 50,000 Men 
Captain General Weyler, of Cata- 
lona, “the butcher of Cuba,” received 
15,000 troops, bringing the total. of 
his army to nearly 50,000 men to 
quell the revolt. 
He issued a proclamation couched 
in the most bitter language this morn- 
ing, declaring that any attempt to stir 
up open revolt would be quenched in 
blood. 
Houses were raided and great quan- 
tities of Socialistic literature seized 
The municipal guard broke up knots 
of strikers whenever they assembled 
in the streets. 

Innocent Citizens Held Up 
All persons were forbidden to car- 
ry firearms and many innocent citi- 
zens were held up and searched by 
the soldiers. Fear of a battle in the 
streets of the city, between the strik- 
ers and radical Socialists on one side 
and the soldiery on the other, kept 
the law-abiding people indoors. Many 
shops were closed. 
Barricades were thrown up about 
some of the plazas, and artillery was 
parked at strategic points in the 
streets,

Mur- 
ray with a bottle, he had also en- 
deavored to draw from the evidence 
of three doctors that Murray died 
from the effects of the blow, tlaat is 
to say that he died from a clot. of 
blood on the brain, caused by- the 
blow. 

The first witness who was called 
this morning was Dr. Graham, who 
made the autopsy upon the body of 
the dead man. A mild sensation was 
caused in court when the wirness 
said that Hector Murray had suffered 
from locomotor ataxia which affected 
us gait. He further went on to say 
that Murray was not a man who 
could offer much resistance or fight 
O any great extent. Mr. MacQilli- 
vray subjected the witness to a gruel- 
ling cross-examination and eli cited 
the fact that the witness had stated 
at the preliminary hearing that fur- 
ray had died owing .to ‘the injuries 
to the cerebral artery. But the wilt- 
ness changed his mind when he zesti- 
fied this morning and agreed with the 
three doctors who had given evi- 
dence before him shat Hector Murray 
had dicd from a laceration of the 
posterior branch of the midddle yne- 
ningenl artery After calling — Ser- 
geant Tucker, the clerk of the court, 
to prove that the brain of the dead

A DEMOCRATIC LANDSLIDE 
IN UNITED STATES 


This is a Democratic year in United States. Re- 
turns from the elections yesterday show that the 
Republicans were hopelessly defeated in a great 
many states and districts which have heretofore 
been considered Republican strong-holds. 

States like Iowa, Ohio, Massachusetts and In- 
diano going Republican indicate that the Repub- 
lican party has lost, at least for the present, the 
popular support. 

The issue was mixed. 
demanded election that they might put out of the 
party forever the high-tariff regulars who were rep- 
resented to be allied with the interests. Democrats 


appealed for support in order that they might fol- 
low the principles of their party and lower the tariff, 


Insurgent Republicans 


and were answered by regular Republicans and Jn- 
surgents alike that they too were allied with the 
interests. All parties called loudly for a railway 
regulation act that would regulate, and each casi 
aspersions on the sincerity of the other. 

It was an election in which politics made strange 
bed-fellows. Cannon and Roosevelt, for instance, 
both appealing to the electors as Republicans, and 
Beveridge and LaFollett also claiming to be fight 
ing under the Republican banner, left a good dea! 
of doubt as to who were the real Republicans, while 
such Democratic champions as Murphy’s man Dix 
in New York and I’oss in Boston left a considerable 
doul t as: to what manner of man was required to 
fill the 


The whoie fight showed the necessity of a new 


prescription which makes a Democrat. 


alignment. 

After all, there are only two parties in any coun- 
try, the Radicals and the Conservatives. United 
States has been so long without a shake-up that 
many Radicals ‘have been born in Republican homes 
and environment and the heritage of family poll- 
tics has kept them voting the ticket, while many 
men whose predilictions are more conservative than 
the reactionary Republicans, are found voting the 
Democratic ticket.

ROOSEVELT BEATEN 
TO A FRAZZLE

The Roosevelt nominee was beaten in New York 
by a coalition o1 the ‘malefactors of great wealth 
with the Tammany machine. 

When Roosevelt went out four years ago to club 
into submission the factors of the Republican party 
who were responsible for the robber tariff and the 
trust legislation he laid the foundations for the de- 
feat which overtook his candidate in the Empire 
state.

THE ELECTRICIANS AND THE 
COMPENSATION ACT 
: 

In their controversy with the city solicitor over 
the question of the city’s responsibility for compen- 
saion for the death of Robert Jones, lineman, whe 
was killed by coming in contact with a light wire 
while working at the top of a pole on First street 


a month or so ago, the electricians seem to have all 
the best of it on moral grounds, and if they have 


not the best of the argument on legal grounds it 
proves nothing except that the law should be 
changed. 

Furthermore, the electricians have shown good 
judgment in going right to the man who made the 
law to find out where they stand. If the ex-attor- 
ney-general cannot shony them where the law covers 
the case he will probably be able to show them a 
law that will. 

Morally, the city, in undertaking to repudiate 
the claim on a technicality, is taking a stand which 
should be beneath the dignity of a community such 
as the city of Hdmonton, 

There can be no question about the spirit of the 
Workmen's Compensation act. It was framed with 
the intention of making the industrial institutions 
ty their own risk. An electric light plant is cer- 

tainly an industrial institution and the wiring a part 
thereof, while electrocution is undoubtedly one of 
the risks. It would have looked much better ‘had 
the city insured its employees to provide against 
such accidents rather than to have looked for loop- 
holes in the law after the accident had occurred. 

Legally, it is very doubtful if the city solicitor 
—or any other individual soliciting is competent to 
sive an extemporancous verdict regarding the city’s 
responsibility which would be found infallible by 
the higher courts. 

The Compensation Act is the result of years of 
legal upbuilding and judgments covering it are gov- 
erned by precedents established by the highest 
courts in the land--not on single points but on ail 
points. 

The question is evidently one for the trial of 4 
stated case. If the city solicitor’s opinion is found 


to be the correct interpretation of the lvw, then 
change the law. Ifthis opinion is iound to be faulty, 


then let the city gracefully pay the balance of the 
compensation in this case and insure its employees 
against other such accidents.

FOR ALBEKTA 


C. H. Belanger Presents Trophy 
to Replace One Won Perma- 
nently by Calgary Tigers 


It will surprise some local rugby 
enthusiasts when they hear that the 
Belanger Cup, emblematic of the rug- 
by championship of Alberta, is now 
the permanent property of the Tiger 
Football Club, (Calgary. 

By the original deed of gift, it was 
to become the property of the club 
that won it two years, not necessarily 
in succession. 

"The Eskimos won it in 190, taking 
both games. In 1909, the Tigers did 
the same while this season they re- 
peated. Consequently, the Cup now 
becomes their property. 

But -vhere. willl still be a Belanger 
Cup for the Alberta Rugby ‘Champioa- 
ship. C.H.Belanger is ordering a large 
trophy, which will be open to compe- 
tition by teams from every city in 
the province. It will be larger than 
the Inter-City cup and will be a chai- 
lenge trophy. The holders of it, from 
year to year, will have their names 
engraved on it, and will ‘be presented 
with suitable individual trophies. 

‘A board of trustees will be appoint- 
ed to draw up the rules of competi- 
tion and also to arrange dates for the 
matches and settle any little disputes 
that may arise, This will avert any

‘Toronto, Nov. 9—One afternoon 
recently at the Generai Hospital a 
number of doctors had presented to 
them a “recovered patient” who 
stands unique in the record of medica: 
science in ‘oronto. Most people have 
read of the rare and somewhat dan- 
gerous operation known as the “tnans- 
fusion of blood” by which the blood of 
one person is pumped into the velus 
of another, but never until the last 
feats has the operation been perform- 
ed in Toronto. The operation is rare, 
first ‘because it is not often that there 
are patients with the peculiar condi- 
tions that require such drastic treat- 
ment, and second, because it can only 
be performed when the patient has a 
friend who is willing to risk his life 
for him. In this case this sacrifice 
was offered by ‘the patient’s ibrother, 
who kivowing the risks and counting 
the full cost, displayed by his act a 
fraternal affection as beautiful as any 
told in story or legend.
